ASSOCIATION 


The interest and loyalty of alumnae of Alabama College are 
clearly shown by their frequent visits to the campus, by their let- 
ters to the Alumnae Office, and by their generous participation in 
the campaign to furnish Reynolds Hall. They also show this loyalty 
when they discuss with high school graduates in their locality what 
the College offers, and by organizing and helping to keep alive 
Alumnae chapters in their town. 

Tangible evidence of this loyalty as shown by their active 
membership in the Alumnae Association, however, is disappointing, 
for only a small percent of the former students whose addresses 
are known joined the Association for the year 1939-1940. Now 
that the fund in the treasury, which heretofore could be called 
upon for alumnae work in case of emergency, has been used to buy 
furniture for Reynolds Hall, the program of the Alumnae Asso- 
ciation can progress effectively only by more active support of its 
members.

REYNOLDS HALL 


The fiscal year of the Alumnae Association begins the first of 
October. Annual dues are $1.50. Payment of this nominal sum 
entitles the member to a subscription to Te Alabamian which con- 
tains a column of alumnae news in each issue; gives the member 
first consideration for accommodations at Homecoming and College 
Night; and affords her the right to vote in affairs of the Asso- 
ciation. 


LIFE MEMBERSHIPS 


Many alumnae are unaware of the reasonable terms for life 
membership in the Alumnae Association. According to the Consti- 
tution: “Active members may become life members upon the pay- 
ment of $25 in one payment or $30 in six payments, provided the 
entire sum is paid within six years.” 


REYNOLDS HALL FURNISHINGS 


Contributions. Former students, upon returning to the cam- 
pus of Alabama College can look with pride at what their contri- 
butions toward the furnishing of Reynolds Hall have done. The 
project of equipping the building, however, is far from complete 
and further donations will be welcomed from both individuals and 
chapters.

Founders Day, October 12, will be the occasion for the Con- 
ference of Alumnae Chapter Delegates. This Conference was 
initiated last year and was considered so helpful by those present 
that it is expected to become one of the outstanding events of the 
alumnae year.
